New York, Sept, 27.—A leading 


coal dealer said today; 


"There is no use in trying to quote 


prices now." The coal famine is upon 
us and there is no such a thing as a 
fixed price. We have been instructed 
by some of our hotel and office build- 
ing customers to keep them supplied 
•with coal regardless of the price. If 
we can get the coal we -will keep them 
supplied* if we have to pay $100 a 
-ton. But we -have not -been albje to 
pick up a toniof anthracite in the 
market in a week." 


'A firm which has one of the largest 


contracts for supplying coal for the 
schools said that no scjholol in Han- 
Iiafctan is without sufficient coal to 
last a month after tha cold wea*Uher 
begins, and (many 
of them have 


enougli on ihand to keep them going 
until Maifch. 


(Despite the panic among all classes 


in the city, caused by the scarcity 
<of anthracite and the early approach 
of .winter, the., operators gtill main- 
tain that the strikers will soon re- 
turn to the mines\an'd that no con- 
cessions will be f made to them. 


"We "have taken the position we

We may not be 
able to estimate the value which 
Heaven puts upon a human soul by 
contrasting the cheapness in which it 
is- held by the world, but perhaps we 
may be able to understand something 
of it by contemplating the sacrifice

• The parables of the lost Eheep and 
the lost coin, uttered by our Lord in 
connection with th& words of our 
text, reveal to us two import-ant 
facts in regard to the soul's* value. In 
the case' of the sheep, individuality of 
the soul is set forth; in that of the 
coin, its intrinsic value is emphasized, 
and in the parable of the prodigal son, 
which Jollows> we have beautifully il- 
lustrated the intimate * relationship 
which exists between God and the 
human soul: the empty plade in the 
household; the vacant chair at the 
family table; the love of the father 
going out after tHe son in the far coun- 
try; the full and free forgiveness 
^hich is given before the son 1ms a&ked 
for it, and the joy of the return*, 


There were an hundred bheep in the 


fold' of our parable, but every sheep 
was different. Ko two were exactly 
alike. The place of the lost sheep, 
therefore, could not be exactly filled. 
The completeness of the sheeftfold is 
marred by the absence of that one 
sheep. 
The shepherd misses it. 


Though (the ninety and nine are safe 
within the fold, he needs must go out 
after the lost^shcep. So is it with the 
human soul/ No two are alike. And 
the'individuality of the eoul gives it 
an inestimable value in the sight of 
Heaven. Ko soul can fill the place in 
tended for another. A beautiful mosaic 
is being worked out in Heaven. If one 
stone is missing, it mars the complete- 
'ness of the whole. IB it any Bonder, 
^then, that all the Heavenly hosts burst 
iiitd Jsong wlh'eri a new stone is set and 
the pattern grows tov»ard completion? 
To understand the value of ,a soul one 
mu&t realize how Heaven prizes the in- 
dividuality 'of every soul. 
Let this

The Intrinsic Value of a 'Soul.— 


H6w can Ve; adequately set 
forth 


whatr the intrinsic value of a soul is 
to God?' The "lost coin, was one of a 
certain, tminber.^^ey^ere all; alike 


be, saved and come to a knowledge of 
the truth." His^love reaches to the 
lowest depths, and spans the widest 
space. This thought may be destruc- 
tive of the natural pride of the hu- 
man heart, but it is God's truth, just 
the same, Jesus is as ready to reach 
out to save tlje miserable drunkard 
in the gutter as He is to give salva-' 
tion to the most honored and re- 
spected ma,n in tlio community. The 
soul of one man, be he white OP 
black, be he college president 
or 


street laborer, be' he Hottentot or 
the sou of a cultured race, is as 
preciotis in the sight of God as the 
soul of any other man* And to un- 
derstand this intrinsic \aluQ which 
attaches to .every soul in the sight of 
God, we must be able to fathonu tlie 
infinite wisdom and love which moved 
God to -make man in His own 
To give him a nature, a soul 
could only find its perfect realization 
in yielding its will to that of tho 
Divine 
and 
living the ' God-life 


through Him. As far as the human 
vision is able to penetrate and the 
human mind understand, every one 
born into the world in a certain 
sense :a a part of God; with an inv 
mortal soul and the possibility of an 
eternity with Him, Think then of 
what inestimable value Heaven must 
place upon each precious soul. Kot 
until the brightness of eternity 
bursts upon our vision and we see 
God face to face and know Him as 
He is, A\ill we be able to measure the 
intrinsic value ofx a soul/ As you 
seek to be God'sx instrument in the 
salvation of souls, try and see in 
each soul with which you come in 
touch that something 
which has 


come from Gocl and which the touch 
of Jesus Christ can quicken into life 
and send back again to God. 


The Kelation'of the Soul to God.— 


Christ used the family tie to further 
illustrate and emphasize the value 
of a soul in the sight of Heaven, 
There is joy in Heaven over one sin- 
ner that repenteth, because it is the 
return of the prodigal to the Fa- 
ther's House. The son that was dead 
is alive again, the vacant chair is once 
more occupied, and the aching void 
In the Father's heart is filled: The 
sorrow felt while the loved one, so 
journed in the far country is turned 
to joy, and the reunited, family begins 
a new and brighter chapter in its his- 
tory. You remember the touching 
little story told in the old poem of 
the hard-working but poor parents 
who found it almost impossible to 
provide for their large family, and 
who had the offer made to them by 
a rich relative of taking one of the 
children to bring up. 
AVith the dim 


light iu their trembling hands they 
go from bed to bed and scan each dar- 
lings face as it rests "peacefuly upon 
ling's face as it rests peacefully upon 
ils pillow. With an ache in "the heart 
and a sob in the voice they discuss 
together which one it shall bo that 
they shall give \ip." Each name is 
spoken in turn, but no one can be 
spared from the family circle and the 
roof tree. Though poverty is knock- 
ing at the door, love reigns within, 
^nd the-family circle remains -un- 
broken. So it is in Heaven. No soul 
can be spared. 
As God the Father 


looks down upon this sin-cursed earth 
He does not see a single soul which 
He is willing should remain out t of 
the Heav'enly Home. What earthly 
parent who laves his children can 
express their value in dollars and 
cents. How the .ties of the home 
bind together its members with such 
unbreakable.links as to make the 
thought of separation unbearable. Is 
it not beautiful to think that the 
soul sustains such a relationship to 
God as to be absolutely indispensable 
to^thecompletenessand joy of Heaven? 


Heaven's Sacrifice,—We have been 


enclca coring to tell something of 
'what the value of the soul is as esti* 
mated t?y Heaven. The joy in Heaven 
exceeds the rejoicing of the shep- 
herd who has recovered his lost 
sheep., it exceeds tnat of the woman 
who has found the lost coin, it is akin 
to the joy and gladness in the home 
wlien ilie prodigal returned. 
The 


-nine of a soul is absolute and ines- 
timable, because of the individuality 
of! each soul, because of its intrinsic 
worth as part of God Himself, and 
because of'the'relationship which the 
soul sustains to God as the Father. 
But beyond all this we have the sac- 
rifice which Heaven made to prove 
the value of a soul. The price which 
is paid for an article at the store in, 
a, degree at least determines 
the 


value of that article. The value of a 
soul is measured by the richest treas- 
ure of Heaven given to win that soul 
back to Heaven. "Hereby perceive 
we tho. love of God, because He laid 
clown ilis life for us." That is, we 
can fathom'the love of God if we 
are able to realize that He gave to 
the uttermost,* and Ave can know the 
value qf a soul as we are able to es- 
timate "the value of the wonderful 
gift of God to men. But who-can 
know fully the love of God, or who 
can estimate the real worth' of "God's 
gift iu the person of His Son?- Let 
the ^mind dwell upon tins thought 
and see how'the sense of God's won- 
derful loVe and marvelous gift and 
the value of a soul will grow* upon

TOBACCO AND DEAFNESS. 


The Use of the Weed Often Affect* the 


Senae uf Hearing: auU Is Belated 


to Cfttnr* k« 


Any relation between deafness and 


the visa or, rather* the abuse of to- 
bacco is generally due to the irritant 
effect of the latter on the upper pas- 
sages, whereby catarrhal conditions 
are induced which may spread up 
the custachian tubes to the middle 
ear. Thus the best explanation lor 
the chronic hardness of hearing some- 
times observed by smokers is that it 
ib due to a simple middle ear catarrh* 
The possibility Of a chronic neuritis 
oi the auditory, nerve analogous to 
tobacco amblyopia, which Moss „ as- 
sumed to be the cause of smokers' 
deafness and tinnitus anrium, cannot 
be denied; but, so far, no adequate 
proof of its occurrence has 
been 


placed before us. 
3n the December 


number of the Birmingham Medical 
Keview, however, Stanley published 
the interesting case of a soldier, in- 
valided home from South Africa for 
enteric, \\ho, on the voyage home, 
smoked largely 6f a coarse, strong 
twist, the only merit of which ap- 
peared to lie in its cheapness. He de- 
veloped a tobacco heart from this iu- 
dulgeuce, and with it complete deaf- 
ness. 
The condition was evidently 


one of internal ear deafness. The pa- 
tient was told to give up smoking, 
and when this order had been car* 
ried Mnto effect for a month 
both 


heart &ml hearing were greatly im- 
proved. It is unlikely that the deaf- 
ness can have been due to the enteric 
fever, as the labyrinthine complica- 
tions following that disease are very 
unfavorable, and ave certainly most 
\mlikely to improve without treat- 
ment. -As far as we can judge, the 
case must have been one of auditory 
neuritis due to tobacco poisoning, a 
condition of such rarity as to make 
the case referred to of great impor- 
tance.

IK Xor? a FamotiN Asironoiuer, 


One day /many years ago a bright 


boy found employment in a photo- 
graph gallery iu Naslnille, Tenn. His 
wages were small, but ho took good 
care of them, and in course of time 
he had suvud up a snug little sum of 
money. One day a friend, less thrifty 
than he. came to him with a long face 
and asked for a loan of money, oft'er- 
ing n book as security. Although the 
other knew there was little probability 
of his ever being repaid, he could not 
refuse the request 


"Here is the money. Keep your book 


and repay me when yon can." . 


The grateful lad went away in such 


haste that he left the book behind. 
The kind youth examined the volume 
with curiosity.-, It was a work on as- 
tronomy by Lick, and it so, fascinated 
him that ho sat up all night studying 
It He had ne\er had anything which 
so filled him .with delight. lie deter- 
mined to learn ail that he could about 
the wonders of the heavens and bpgnn 
thenceforth to read everything he 
could obtain relating to astronomy.

Heaven Alone Capable of Correctly 


Estimating It—Angels Rejoice 


Over One Repentant. 


(Copyright, 1902.) 


Chicago, Sept. 21, 1303. 


Text: I say unto you, that likewise joy 


. 
thai! he In Heaven 'over o»-e sinner ihut 
repenteth, more than over ninety and nine 
Just persons, which need no repentance. 
—Luke, 16:7. 


Eternal Idealities.—Our Lord, "Who 


spoke the words of onr text, had a 
charming way 
of enforcing Divine 


truth by picturing Iri realistic and sim- 
ple way tlie absolute certainties of 
the unseen realm. 
When He talked 


of Heaven or hell, of ttie angels nr the 
Devil, it was with no vague "perhaps," 


i or "it nmy be," or "I think so." Bis 


natural vision beheld the magnificence, 
tlie grandeur, the stability of the tem- 
ple, He felt with tlie rest of His na- 
tion the world-controlling power of 
the1 Itoman government, He, came in 
touch with the great wisdom and 
learning not only of men of His own 
nation, but of the Greeks and Romans 
as well, and yet the eternal real- 
ities of the unseen world were not 
shut out; for He knew that "the things 


1 .which-are seen, are tenipor.il; but the 


things which are not seen tire eternal." 
His theology was nut of that specula- 
tive character which busied itself with 
studying aud evolving man-made the- 
ories, and endeavoring to reason out, 
byintellectiKil gymnastics and contor- 
tibns,"-lhc secrets of God, but He was 
content to take God at His word. His 
faith laid hold of the truths of God, 
and He knew that because they were 
eternal verities there was no room 
for argument, or speculation, or hu- 
man reasoning. 
Heaven was God's 


dwelling place, the home of the re- 
deemed, the realm in which the angelic 
hosts lived, moved and'had their be- 
ing, and hence was a more permanent 
abiding place than the magnificent cit- 
ies which the mitions of the earth had 
reared. Hell was not eliminated by a 
system of hunuiu deductions, but its 
boundaries were definitely fixed, its 
nwful torments vividly described, and 
in the, parable of a "certain" rich man 
and Lazarus He gives UK a glimpse 
into the Devil's dwelling place, and 
what is the real ngoiiy of a lost soul. 
U'he Devil was a person, and not nn in- 
fluence, or a natural inbred tendency, 
which would make him hard to get 
ot and hard to fight. Aud after Jesus 
1md met him in that terrible battle in 
the wilderness and angels came and 
ministered unto Him, He understood 
anew that the unseen hosts of Heaven 
were hovering over the earth watching 
ifor opportunities whereby they might 
carry out the purposes and will of God. 


And in our text Jesus tells us of the 


. Tejpiring in Heaven hncnnsc one soul 


has been snatched from the power of 
Satan. 
One poor repentant sinner in 


the earth able to set the angelic hosts 
to singing and to make the arches aud 
tioinc of Heaven ring with the glad 
sound! Think of it! 
When it came 


time to open the Charleston exposi- 
tion, the president pressed a golden 
3tey at \Yashlngton, and the ponderous 
anachincry all through the vast build- 
ings in the distant city was set in mo- 
tion. It is wonderful to think that a 
slight touch can accomplish so much 
nt so great a distance. But stop and 
think, and contemplate the picture 
which unrolls before us in the words 
of the text. 
Let your iniiiil expand 


with tlie vaslncss of God's universe. 
Here arc the sun, moon and stnrs roll- 
ing in space and kept in place by TTis 
Almighty power. Here is the earth, 
with its teeming millions, and God 
juoving in Nature to supply the tem- 
poral needs of these millions. .Surely 
n busy God, nnd no idle-moments for 
the hosts of Heaven as thny movehiih- 
cr nnd thither in fulfillment of the 
will of God! And yet, one single soul 
crushed under a load of sin is able by 
touching the golden key of repentance 
to send a, thrill through Heaven, and 
receive back the celestial music of par- 
ti on. peace and eternal life. It is dif- 
ficult, indeed, to obtain an audience 
With an earthly king. 
An ordinary 


mortal cannot hope to be received, ex- 
cept ns he is lavish in his expenditure 
of mpney, and is aided by influential 
friends. But ah! how different it is 
with the repentant sinner! Thr first 
fatnt cry for help and deliverance is 
caught by the angelic hosts and tho 
so.nl is ushered.into the presence ol 
the King to receive His pardon and 
His blessing. With the swiftness of 
the lightning flash the message frnm 
earth to Heaven is sped and receives 
the immediate attention of the King. 
M-arvclous, is it not? And while the 


, Recording Angclis enrolling the name 
in the Lamb's book of Life, the vast 
choir of Heaven bursts into a. glad 
paean, of rejoicing, the like of which1 
h as never penetrated to human cars. 


. :And:-mingled with tho voices of the 


nngels am those of the Old and New 
Testament saints, tlie "so great a 
cloud of witnesses" to the love and 
mercy of God. There is David with' 
his harp; and ins rejoicing in the. 
Lord and His saving grace rings out 
clearer and sweeter "than ever it did 
on the hillsides of Jud'ca as lie tend- 
ed his sheep.

bolster up the confidence.in a false 
hope. Satan.never lets a soul get out 
of his grasp if he can help it, and on 
the "days when Heaven is the happiest, 
he is having his bluest of days. As the 
music of Heaven over the one repent' 
ant soul which he has lost- floats out 
to him H drives.him back to earth to 
redouble his efforts {o send souls to 
hell. Where the revival is being felt, 
and the cry of • repentant sinners is 
heard, there you wil! find Satan doing 
his hardest worlc. Peter declares that 
"your adversary, the Devil, as a roar- 
ing lion, Wiilkcth about, seeking-whom 
he may devour." And I am rather in- 
clined fo think that Peler caught thii 
glimpse of tlie Devil during the thick- 
est part of one of his jftvnl revivals. 


The Value of a Soul.—And if Heaven

Out- 
tide of tlie Kingdom of Jesus- Christ, 
life and flic welfare of the soul con- 
s'iiriie.1 less-'thought and care than arc 
given to the, dumb brutes, which sus- 
tain a positive intrinsic value to their 
owners. But- it is not our purpose lo 
discuss the question-of niuu'iinhuman- 
ity In man, as real and inhuman and 
selfish as it may be. We may not, be 
able to estimate the value which 
Heaven puts upon n human soul by 
contrasting ihe cheapness in which it 
'is held by the world, but perhaps we 
nuiy be able to understand something 
of it by contemplating the sac ri lice 
which Heaven was willing to make in 
hehalf of the lost soul. 


The parables of the lost sheep nnd 


the lost coin, uttered by our Lord in

text, reveal to us two important

ness of the whole.
